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Councillor says supermarket chain forced out-of-town plans

‘BLACKMAIL’ 
ON SHOP SITE 


A COUNCILLOR has accused Wait- 
rose of “virtual blackmail” after 
the supermarket chain said the 
only viable option for a new store 
in Banbury was an out-of-town lo¬ 
cation. 

Cherwell district councillors ap¬ 
proved plans for the new superstore on 
land in Southam Road. 

But district councillor Chris Heath 
said: “We are virtually being black¬ 
mailed. They say they will only come 
to Banbury if they can have the out- 
of-town site. Well, what you have never 
had you cannot miss. 

“It is the complete wrong location. It is 
already one of the most congested roads 
going into Banbury. It is ludicrous.” 

Waitrose said it had a long-standing 
ambition to open in the town, although 
other locations such as in the town cen¬ 
tre were “not viable”. 

Speaking on behalf of the John Lew¬ 
is Partnership, Martin Gorman said: 
“Southam Road was the only viable op¬ 
tion for a sustainable development.” 

Waitrose spokesman James Arm¬ 
strong added: “We gave the Castle Quay 
scheme serious consideration. 

“We had meetings with senior officers 
at Cherwell District Council, the agent 
acting on behalf of the applicant and 
their development partner.

“After a detailed review, we concluded 
it was not a viable option, which was 
supported by the planner’s report. 

“We would not wish to open a store 
which we felt was at risk of closure in 
the future and put at risk the 200 jobs 
of those local people it would employ.” 

The new store will be single-storey 
with a 220-space car park. 

Objectors had welcomed the store 
plan, but said Southam Road was the 
wrong location and could have a nega¬ 
tive impact on the town centre. 

Banbury Civic Society agreed that, al¬ 
though it would welcome the store, the 
out-of-town site was not suitable. 

Spokesman Peter Monk said: “The 
society does not oppose the provision 


of additional food supermarkets in Ban¬ 
bury, but we already have car-served out- 
of-town supermarkets. It is not a sustain¬ 
able development.” 

Cherwell District Council’s lead mem¬ 
ber for planning, Michael Gibbard, said: 
“We are aware that some felt this was not 
the correct place in Banbury for a new su¬ 
permarket. 

“However, the council took independ¬ 
ent advice, which showed the store would 
not have a significant detrimental effect 
on town centre trade and it will create in¬ 
creased shopping opportunities for resi¬ 
dents.” 

The aim is to start building work on the 
site by early 2016, for completion in time 
for Banbury’s new Waitrose to open in 
early 2017.

"We are here to provide a 
confidential, safe and secure 
environment for women and 
their children who are escaping 
from domestic abuse. 

"While they are with us they 
can get back their freedom of 
choice and their self-esteem. 

"Ourfirst aim is to provide 
safety and security. Then to 
think about, and plan, the 
future. 

"This appeal will make 
Christmas more enjoyable for 
the women and children who, 
through no fault of their own, 
find themselves at this refuge 
during what should be a happy 
family time of the year."

Man’s voyage across 
world in 80 dances

PHILEAS Fogg’s 80-day voyage involved 
railways and steamboats. 

On Saturday, Aseem Bandali, from 
Banbury, started an 80-day pilgrimage 
of his own, not quite circumnavigating 
the globe, but to the birthplace of South 
America’s Argentinian tango, relying 
on his dancing shoes. 

Former social worker Mr Bandali, 
who recently took a career break and 
has been practising the tango for three 
years, will start in Oxford, travelling 
through France, Spain, Gibraltar and 
Morocco before heading to Argentina, 
while raising money for Parkinson’s 
UK. 

He has been inspired by his friend and 
fellow tango dancer Antony Brown, 74, 
who was diagnosed with Parkinson’s in 
2008. 

The 43-year-old, a member of the 
Tango Aurora Oxford group, said: “It 
all started when I was living in London 
four years ago where I was dating a 
jazz composer. We went along to a one- 
off tango session and from then I was 
hooked. 

“When I moved to Oxford, I found out 
my landlady had also taken tango les¬ 
sons, so it meant I could find a group 
here in the city to practise with. 

“Earlier this year I had been think¬ 
ing about doing an adventure and tango 
has been a passion of mine, so I thought 
why not combine them and do a holiday 
to Argentina. 

“Antony is a part of the group I am in, 
I have other friends that have been sup¬ 
ported by the charity and that’s why I 
went to one of their monthly meetings 
to say that I would be willing to support 
them.” 

During the “Tango-thon” he will per¬ 
form at various social dances in the 
countries he visits, while also stopping 
off to volunteer for various projects in 
return for meals and a bed. 

On Saturday, he left Oxford from the 
group’s base at the North Hinksey Wom¬ 
en’s Institute in Botley at 3pm, before 
staying with family and friends in Lon¬ 
don. From there he will travel to Paris 
and volunteer with Le Puy-Batard, a 
charity which organises holidays for 
children with physical disabilities. 

After crossing Europe he is aiming to 
travel to Morocco by boat, before catch¬ 
ing a cargo ship to Buenos Aires - hope¬ 
fully arriving 80 days after his adven¬ 
ture started. 

The Banbury resident said: “I’m look¬ 
ing forward to the excitement and the 
adventure, I love travelling and meet¬ 
ing new people who speak different lan¬ 
guages. 

“The most difficult thing is obviously 


the unknown, you don’t know if the 
boat connection you need will be avail¬ 
able for example. A million things could 
go wrong but you have to put it into per¬ 
spective of what I want to achieve.” 

During his journey Mr Bandali is hop¬ 
ing to raise £1,000 to support the charity, 
but with a week to go has already col¬ 
lected £800. 

To attract more funding the dancer 
has also offered to use his car as an 
advertising billboard for companies 
who are willing to pay in return for the 


raise money for Parkinson’s UK 


publicity, but so far he has not had any 
takers. 

Parkinson’s UK director of fundrais¬ 
ing Paul Jackson-Clark said: “I’d like to 
wish Aseem the very best of luck with 
his challenge. Dancing can be incred¬ 
ibly beneficial for many people with 
Parkinson’s. 

“Apart from being a very enjoyable so¬ 
cial activity, it can help with movement, 
balance and flexibility.”

Police chief’s relief as Chancellor drops cuts plan 


THE Police and Crime Commissionerfor 
Thames Valley Police has said he is 
"absolutely delighted" that large cuts 
planned for police forces have been 
scrapped. 

Chancellor George Osborne avoided 
making the expected cuts, dubbed as 
"catastrophic", in his Autumn Statement 
last week. 

PCC Anthony Stansfeld had previously 
feared Thames Valley Police would lose 
between 25 and 40 per cent of its 
Government grant, which currently 


provides 66 per cent of its annual funding. 

Had the cuts been implemented, he 
estimated, 1,000 police jobs could have 
been lost in the force. 

Speaking to the Banbury Cake, he said: 
"I am absolutely delighted that the very 
large cuts that were planned for policing 
have not gone ahead. 

"Over recent weeks, I have spoken to 
both the Home Secretary and the Prime 
Minister about the proposed cuts and the 
challenges it would bring to the delivery of 
front line policing. 


"I am pleased that senior politicians have 
listened and the adverse impact of the cuts 
has been recognised." 

In his statement to Parliament, Mr 
Osborne said it was "not the time for 
further police cuts" and that it was time 
"to back our police and give them the tools 
to do the job". 

Mr Stansfeld added that he would need 
to look at the details to "understand fully" 
what it meant for TVP's budget, and that 
he would receive more information on the 
force's annual allocation before Christmas. 
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NHS agency pay cap praised 


HOSPITAL bosses welcomed a 
national crackdown on the 
amount of cash agencies can 
charge them for providing staff. 

The Government has 
introduced an hourly price cap 
on staffing agencies, which sets 
the amount they can charge 
hospitals per shift for doctors, 
nurses and non-clinical 
personnel. 

Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt 
said the clampdown would save 
the NHS £lbn over three years 
by stopping agencies charging 
up to £1,800 for a standard shift 
for a nurse and £3,500 for a 


weekend shift for a doctor. 

It comes after it was revealed 
that Oxfordshire hospitals are 
losing more than 1,500 of their 
own staff every year due to high 
living costs in the county. 

Figures revealed Oxford 
University Hospitals 
Foundation Trust spent £22.8m 
on bank and agency staff costs 
between April and September. 

The average monthly cost of 
agency and bank workers rose 
by nearly half a million pounds 
to £3.8m during this financial 
year compared to 2014-15. 

The trust’s organisational 


development and workforce 
director, Mark Power, welcomed 
the new cap, saying: “We 
anticipate the cap will reduce 
the amount the trust spends on 
agency staff by encouraging 
staff to return to permanent 
and bank working. 

“We continue to mitigate the 
use of high-cost agency staff 
through ongoing recruitment 
drives for permanent staff.” 

Regulators will set targets on 
the overall amount of cash that 
each NHS organisation can 
spend on agency staff, as well as 
launching a consultation. 


Family’s tool hire 
store back open 
after fire disaster 

Shop burned to the ground two years ago, but company managed to remain afloat

A FAMILY-run business in 
Banbury has risen from the 
ashes, two years after its 
base was destroyed by fire. 

Gem Tool Hire’s owners 
watched their shop burn to the 
ground when flames spread 
from Oak Cash and Carry in De¬ 
cember 2013, causing £1.5 mil¬ 
lion damage. 

But on the second anniversary 
of the blaze, the hire service and 
shop has opened again on the 
same site in Beaumont Road. 

Steve Moore said his father, 
Gordon, who started the busi¬ 
ness in 1979, had wanted to be 
present for the unveiling. 

But he added: “He passed away 
last year, just as we were re¬ 
building. We were hoping to get 
it all started, so he could see it. 


“He saw the building skeleton, 
but he was trying to hang on un¬ 
til it was done.” 

Almost 100 firefighters from 
Oxfordshire, Buckinghamshire, 
Warwickshire and Northamp¬ 
tonshire battled the blaze on 
Friday, December 6,2013. 

Mr Moore said: “We have been 
in limbo land for two years. It is 
a huge weight off our shoulders. 

“We are going to continue with 
what we do best. We expanded 
our e-commerce division which 
is based in our Bicester site and 
obviously that helped us to stay 
afloat during the past two years. 

“When the fire happened, 
the officer for the local estate 
agent managed to make his way 
through and he gave us a key 
to a unit two doors down from 
where we were. 

“On the Monday morning we 
were trading again and by Tues¬ 
day we had computers.” 


Despite losing all its stock in 
the fire, the company was still 
able to operate its hire service 
from a temporary unit. 

Director Carl Ashford said: 
“We have had to start almost 
from scratch. We think the dam¬ 
age has been about £1.5 million 
in total, but that does not take 
into account the loss of sales 
we’ve had from not having the 
shop open. We think we’ve lost 
£25,000 per month on sales.” 

The shop hires and sells power 
tools and cleaning products for 
renovation and decoration. 

Meanwhile, Tapi Carpets and 
Floors has opened a shop in 
Lockheed Close, led by manager 
Andy Barber. 

Tapi chief executive Martin 
Harris said: “As Britain’s fastest 
growing new carpet and floor 
retailer, we have identified Ban¬ 
bury as a forward-thinking, in¬ 
spiring interiors hub.”

Mrs Prentis visited the 
Orchard in Warwick 
Road, where 16 shared- 
ownership homes are 
being finished, and 15 
affordable rent 
apartments at Calthorpe 
House in Calthorpe 
Street. Both projects are 
supported by Cherwell 
District Council’s Build! 
team, which gives people 
on the housing register 
the opportunity to find 
affordable housing. 

Mrs Prentis said: “The 
Build! programme is a

on to the housing ladder, 
or to rent affordably, and 
to be a part of the 


development of their 
property. It also ensures a 
good use of brownfield 
sites that may otherwise 
lay empty for extended 
periods of time. 

“I was very fortunate to 
have the chance to build 
my own home, and I know 
how rewarding it is when 
you can finally move in.” 

Cherwell’s lead member 
for housing, John 
Donaldson, said: 
“Housing issues remain a 
topical issue and we are 
proactively working to 
address that problem by 
regenerating brownfield 
sites to deliver affordable 
housing schemes.”

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Fire alarms fines 

N 0X0N: Landlords face a financial 
penalty of up to £5,000 if they fail to 
ensure working smoke and carbon 
monoxide alarms have been fitted in the 
properties they rent out, it has been 
warned. 

Cherwell District Council said local 
authorities could set their own fines. It 
has set a three-tier system, with £2,500 
for the first offence, rising to £3,500 and 
£5,000 for further offences. 

Councillor John Donaldson, lead 
member for housing, said: “The 
Government wants to improve 
standards in the private rented sector. 
These new regulations mean that no 
one can get away with letting unsafe 
accommodation.” 


Dozens of employees from recycling depots celebrate achieving qualifications

EMPLOYEES from recycling 
depots across Cherwell are 
celebrating after dedicating 
nearly 300 hours studying for 
the job. 

More than 100 employees 
across the district have tackled 
the target to gain 
qualifications in the industry. 

The training course was run 
by the Waste Management 
Industry Training and 
Advisory Board (WAMITAB) 
which is a charity supporting 
those working in the industry 

Cherwell District Council’s 
lead member for clean and 
green Debbie Pickford said: 


“This is a fantastic 
achievement for every single 
one of the operatives who have 
achieved this diploma and they 
should be very proud. 

“Not only will it assist them 
in their day-to-day work, it will 
provide them with a 
recognised qualification that 
demonstrates their specialised 
knowledge and understanding 
of recycling issues.” 

The group averaged 296 hours 
of training individually and 
included 43 employees from 
Banbury, 27 from Bicester and 
43 from Towcester. 

On completing the course 


each employee earned the 
diploma and a recognised 
industry qualification. 

The course set up by the 
charity was open to staff 
across the shared 
environmental services at 
Cherwell District and South 
Northamptonshire councils. 

Courses taught employees 
skills for recycling collection 
and separation, such as the 
process used for small 
electrical items. 

The 113 staff were presented 
with their diplomas at 
ceremonies throughout the 
past week.

A NEW apple orchard cel¬ 
ebrating varieties from Ox¬ 
fordshire and neighbouring 
counties is now growing 
near Banbury, thanks to a 
group of school pupils. 

A team of children from Sib¬ 
ford School, in Sibford Ferris, 
partnered with villager Bill 
Crabtree to plant 15 trees in 
Holly Tree Field, at the edge of 
school’s campus. Mr Crabtree, 
who uses the field to graze his 
sheep, noticed that two of the 


apple trees were in a poor state. 
But what could have been simply 
a couple of replacement trees 
soon turned into a whole new 
orchard. The trees came from 
Marcus Roberts, whose daugh¬ 
ter Abigail has recently joined 
the school. As the founder of 
the Mid Shires Orchard Group, 
he supplies trees to the National 
Trust and other historic prop¬ 
erties and has also helped chef 
Raymond Blanc create his own 
heritage orchard. 

He said: “Children really enjoy 
growing and harvesting fruit, it 
gives them a real sense of con¬ 
nection and can be a very calm¬ 
ing experience. I was delighted 
to be able to select and supply 
the trees and trust that the chil¬ 
dren will enjoy finding out more 
about the different varieties.” 

The project was sponsored by 


Mr Crabtree and his wife Bar¬ 
bara, as well as parents and staff. 

Pupils of Sibford School’s Year 
10 and Year 11 horticultural 
class planted the new orchard 
with the help of their director 
of studies Andy Newbold, who 
is also a keen horticulturalist, 
teacher Angy Bovill and Mr 
Crabtree. 

Each tree has been individu¬ 
ally fenced to protect it from the 
grazing sheep. 

Several varieties from Oxford¬ 
shire will now grow in Sibford 
School’s new orchard, includ¬ 
ing the Bampton Fairing, which 
is said to ripen in time for the 
Bampton Fair on the last Thurs¬ 
day of October, the Hanwell 
Souring, the North Aston Non¬ 
pareil, the Deddington Pippin, 
the Blenheim Orange and the 
Wolvercote Wonder.

MORE than 2,500 goodie-filled 
shoeboxes have been donated 
by Banbury residents to those 
less fortunate this Christmas. 

With under a month to go until 
many children wake up to lots of 
presents, their efforts have made 
sure there will be similar joy for 
Syrian refugees. 

Operation Christmas Child dis¬ 
trict co-ordinator Eunice Harra¬ 
dine said: “We have had a fantastic 
response this year and on behalf 
of the children I would like to 
thank everyone who has helped to 
make this possible.” 

This year 2,633 shoeboxes will be 
sent. 

“I am thrilled that local people 
have given so generously,” she 
added. 

“Every shoebox has been lov¬ 
ingly filled and will bring a smile 
to the face of the child receiving it. 

“Many of the children have little 
to call their own and for them to re¬ 
ceive simple gifts like those in the 
shoeboxes makes them feel loved 
and valued. 

“This feeling stays with them 
into adulthood.” 

The shoebox appeal is a national 
initiative. Volunteers fill Christ¬

'Disbelief at 
drivers' high 
point tallies 

ROAD safety campaigners say 
they are “astonished” that 
drivers with as many as 51 points 
on their licences are still allowed 
on Oxfordshire’s roads. 

A freedom of information 
request from the Banbury Cake 
to the Driver and Vehicle 
Licensing Agency (DVLA) 
discovered 42 motorists with 
county addresses had 12 or more 
penalty points. That amount 
would normally lead to 
disqualification. 

One driver had clocked up 51 
points on her provisional licence, 
but was not currently banned. 

Nicci Saunders, of Eynsham, 
whose partner, Joe Wilkins, was 
killed when he was knocked off 
his bike near Appleton, in 2012, 
said she could not believe the 
figures. 

Miss Saunders, 42, said: 

“People who have got large 
numbers of points should not be 
on the roads. 

“Fifty-one points is 
unbelievable. I cannot fathom 
why anybody would have that 
many. It makes me feel the roads 
are not as safe as they should be.” 

In some cases a driver may be 
banned but still have points 
which remain on their licence 
for many years after their 
disqualification period ends. 

In other cases the courts may 
decide to exempt someone - for 
example, if the driver 
successfully argues they need 
their car for work.

THE arrival of the Vaux¬ 
hall Viva in 1963 marked the 
Duffys’ first real family car. 

After years of cramming a fam¬ 
ily of four into one of the origi¬ 
nal Minis, for the first time the 
no-nonsense Viva allowed every¬ 
one to stretch out and relax. 

Like its 1960s namesake, the 
new Viva aims to deliver afford¬ 
able, economical motoring with 
a surprising level of comfort. 

The Viva joins as the entry-lev¬ 
el model in Vauxhall’s growing 
small-car family, which already 
includes the Adam and Corsa. 

It needs to be on top of its game, 
as its rivals include the capable 
competition of the Hyundai ilO, 
Volkswagen Up, Toyota Aygo, 
Peugeot 108 and Citroen Cl. 

With prices starting at a lit¬ 
tle over £8,000, the Viva is well 
placed to fight its corner with 
four doors and the ability to car¬ 
ry five people. 

Well-built and quiet, the little 
car displays remarkable com¬ 
posure on the road despite its 
compact dimensions, thanks to 
a chassis developed in the UK. 
Power comes from a punchy 
1.0-litre, three-cylinder engine, 
which delivers its 75 horsepower 
through a five-speed manual 
transmission. 

Available in two trim levels, 
equipment is impressive, with 
a tyre pressure monitoring sys¬ 
tem, city mode steering, lane de¬ 



parture warning, cruise control 
with speed limiter and front fog 
lights with cornering function 
all fitted as standard. 

An electronic stability pro¬ 
gramme which features trac¬ 
tion control, cornering brake 
control, emergency brake as¬ 
sist, straight line stability con¬ 
trol and hill start assist are also 
standard across the range.

tion, Bluetooth music streaming 
and mobile phone portal. Op¬ 
tions available include heated 
seats and steering wheel and 
rear parking sensors and elec¬ 
tric glass sliding 

From January the Viva will be 
available with a system called 
OnStar which delivers touch-of- 
a-button connection to emergen¬ 
cy services, roadside recovery 
and smartphone remote control. 
At a push of the SOS button, 
OnStar users can request assis¬ 
tance, for example if you wit¬ 
ness an accident. 

Also via the smartphone app, 
you will be able to access vehi¬ 
cle data such as oil life and tyre 
pressure, remotely lock or un¬ 
lock the car and if the car has 
been stolen locate it with a sys¬ 
tem that can also remotely block 
the ignition. 


Survey notes motorists’ safety fears 


MOTORISTS are more worried 
about the dangers of distraction 
posed by technology and social 
media than drink-driving, 
according to the Institute of 
Advanced Motorist's (1AM) first 
major survey into safety culture. 

The Safety Culture Index report 
is a study of more than 2,000 UK 
motorists' attitudes to driving 
safety and behaviour on our roads. 

The report has found that while 
technology will form a 
fundamental part of improving 
road safety, it also poses some 
risks, in particular driver 
distraction - 77 per cent of people 
say it is now a bigger problem than 
three years ago compared to just 


23 per cent of people feeling drink¬ 
driving is a bigger threat than 
three years ago. 

Those surveyed said text 
messaging and social media were 
the two biggest factors 
threatening their personal safety, 
with 93 per cent and 92 per cent 
respectively claiming these to be a 
'very or somewhat serious' threat. 

The next two threats were drink¬ 
driving and drug-driving, at 90 per 
cent and 89 per cent respectively. 

And while most people feel 
talking on a hand-held mobile 
phone is unacceptable (just 15 per 
cent said they found it acceptable), 
some 64 per cent say talking on a 
hands-free kit is acceptable. 


Motorists are also much more 
worried about speeding in 
residential streets than on 
motorways, with 86 per cent 
believing this to be a 'very or 
somewhat serious threat' - 24 per 
cent higher than motorways. 

This is borne out by the fact 61 
per cent feel it's acceptable to 
drive lOmph over the speed limit 
on the motorway but just 27 per 
cent feel it's acceptable to drive 
5mph over the limit on a 
residential street. 

The 1AM believes the report 
highlights the key areas of road 
safety and police enforcement 
priority that will command the 
highest levels of public support.
